TORONTO, Jan. 25.—(CP)| 
—Viscount Halifax, Britain’s 
ambassador to the United 
States, said last night the 
United Kingdom “could hard- 
ly claim equal partnership” 
with the United States, Russia 
and China after the war with- 
out the rest of the British 
Commonwealth and Empire, 
and he urged that the domin- 
ions, the colonies and the 
motherland “fortify our part- 
nership,” not draw apart. 

He expressed belief the need 
is for a unity of action as well as 
thought on all vital issues in the’ 
international sphere. 

Premier Drew, speaking after 
Lord Halifax, termed the address 
“a very great speech which may 
well mark the turning point in the 
thinking of our people.” 

“Not Great Britain only, but the 
British Commonwealth and Empire 
must be the fourth power in that 
group upon which, under Provid- 
ence, the peace of the world will 
henceforth depend,” Lord Halifax 
said in an address prepared for 
delivery before the Toronto Board 
of Trade, celebrating its 100th 
anniversary. 

His reference to unity of action, 
he said, was particularly important 
in the sphere of defence. 


PEACETIME WEAKNESS 

“I suggest,” he said, “that in the 
years of peace it was a weakness, 
which we should try to cure, that 
the weight of decision on many 
problems of defence was not more 
widely shared.” 

The crown formed a “unifying 
influence” in the Commonwealth 
and there was a common thought 
upon “the things that matter most” 
—freedom and Christian teaching. 
But the unity of the Commonwealth 
found little expression in outward 
form. 

“The right of each member to 
determine its own external affairs 
may mean a gain or it may mean 
a loss,” Lord Halifax said. 

“It is plainly a loss if, with our 
essential unity of ideal, the re- 
sponsibility for action which 
represents that unity is not

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Veteran Officers

LONDON, Jan. 25.—(CP)—Two 
veteran British campaigners have 
been named to lead armies in the 
fight against the Japanese under 
Admiral Lord Louis Mountbatten’s 
southeast Asia command, the war 
office announced yesterday. 

Gen. Sir George Gifford, 57, a 
veteran of more than 30 years in 
British colonial armies and the 
man credited with mobilizing 
West Africa, was appointed 
commander-in-chief of an army 
group under Mountbatten, 

Lt. Gen.‘ W. J. Slim, who fought 
under Gen, Sir Harold Alexander 
in the first Burma campaign, was 
named to lead the 14th Army in co- 
inmg operations against the Jap- 
anese., 

Slim, 52, has been in continuous 
service in East Africa, Iraq, Syria, 


Iran and Burma since 1940 and 


probably has seen as much service 
in command as any general in this 
war.

Italian Patriots Near Rome 
Signal Nazi Moves to Allies

MADRID, Jan. 25.—lItalian patriot groups near Rome 
have established radio contact with Allied invasion forces and 
are signalling the extent and direction of ‘frantic’ German 
troop and material movements within the city, reports from 


German- held Italy said today. 


* The patriots, operating from v 
hideouts in the city’s suburbs, | 
were understood to have report- 
ed feverish German defence 
measures in the face of the ad- 
vancing Fifth Army. 

German Marshal Albert Kessel- 
ring, Italian sources said, hastily 
was transferring his headquarters 
from the area of Frascati, 10 miles | 
south of Rome's centre, to a point 
at a “safe distance” to the north. 
All German - ammunition dumps 
and army reserve units also were 
being rushed out of the city to 
points of vantage northward, it was 
reported. 

Kesselring withdrew his head- 
quarters not only to escape Allied 
bombings, patriot sources said, but 
in fear he would be cut off by the 
Allies driving up the coast from 
Nettuno and Anzio. 

The patriots, calling themselves 
“Guerriglieri,” were said to be 
operating from scattered head- 
quarters in such suburban towns as 
Frascati, Marino and Castelgan- 
folfo and from Cisterna, Cori and 
Piperno to the south. 

(Stockholm dispatches reported 
that three important bridges in the 
Rome area were destroyed by Ital- 
jan partisans aided by Allied para- 

chute units.)

LONDON, Jan, 25.—Berlin 
acknowledged Russian at- 
tacks of increasing fury below 
Leningrad today, Stockholm 
advices predicted a major 
Nazi withdrawal into the Bal- 
tic states or further, and coin- 
cident with a new flareup in 
the Ukraine, the Bulgarian 
army was reported in a state 
of incipient mutiny. 

The German high command re- 
ported bitter fighting in several 
sectors of the 110-mile front be- 
tween Leningrad and Lake Iimen, 
claiming only that Soviet break- 
through attempts were “repelled 
or held at some points.” 

The communique said the Red 
Army had hurled several divisions 
against the northern rim of the 
Dnieper bend salient in the Kirovo- 
grad region and a penetration was 
being narrowed down.

visibly shared by all, It is an | 
immeasurable gain if on vital | 
issues we can achieve a common 
foreign policy, expressed not by | 
a single voice but by the unison 
of many. 

“So, too, in the field of defence, 
while there must be individual re- 
sponsibility there must also be a 
unity of policy.” 

It was not a sufficient answer to} 
say that all the dominions but one 
had entered the war with Britain. 


CONCERN FOR FUTURE 

“We must rightly concern our- 
selves not so much with what hap-) 
pens when the war has come, but 
with what in future we can do to} 
prevent it coming. The magnific- 
ent response of the dominions in 
1939 was not, thank God, too late 
to save the cause for which the, 
Commonwealth and Empire stood 
and stands; but there is a real sense 
in which it was too late to save the 
peace.” 

There were two roads the dom- 
inions might take. First, there 
was the road of national isola- 
tion. But that policy was not an 
easy one to pursue and it was not 
likely to get easier. The second 
road was “that we should try to 
fortify our partnership.” 

“By that 1 do not mean that wel 
should attempt to retrace our steps 
along the path that led from the 
Durham report to the Statute of 
Westminster,” said Lord Halifax. 
“To do so would be to run counter 
to the whole course of development 
in the Commonwealth. 


LEAVE NOTHING UNDONE 

“But what is, I believe, both de- 
sirable and necessary is that in all 
fields—foreign policy, defence, ec- 
onomic affairs, colonial questions 
and communications — we should 
leave nothing undone to bring our 
people into closer unity of thought 

and action, 

“it may be that we shall find 
it desirable to maintain and ex- 
tend our present wartime pro- 
cedure of planning and consulta- 
tion, which itself adapted and ex- 
tended the methods we practiced 
in time of peace. 

“The question admits of no easy 
answer... this problem should be 
constantly in our minds, and I have 
no doubt that it will be among the 
first problems to be considered, 
whenever the responsible ministers 
of the crown from every part of the 
Commonwealth are able once more 
to meet together.” 


WON U.S, CONFIDENCE 

Premier Drew, in thanking Lord 
Halifax, said the ambassador had 
won the confidence of the United 
States “despite efforts that were 
made to sow distrust.” The United 
States had come to trust him be- 
cause he tells them what he thinks. 
“There were so many of our 
enemies who hoped he would fail; 
but he has earned confidence in 
himself and faith in the purpose of 
the British cause.” 

J. S. Duncan, former president of 
the board, said that if the task of 
drawing Great Britain and the 
United States together were not 
accomplished, “the war will have 
been fought in vain and victory will 
be hollow.” The job was safe in 
Lord Halifax’s keeping. 


LONDON PRESS APPROVES 
PLAN BY LORD HALIFAX 


LONDON, Jan. 26. -— (CP) — 
Hope for a common empire 
foreign policy after the war, 


voiced by Viscount Halifax in ad- 
dressing the Toronto Board of 
Trade last night, was echoed 
today by British morning papers 
commenting on the speech. 

The Daily Mail said the Domin- 
jons should take part in framing 
both foreign and defence policies 
“and should make contributions 
according to their capacity” while 
the Yorkshire Post said the present 
arrangement prohibiting what Lord 
Halifax called “equality of func- 
tion’ between Britain and the do- 
minions was “plainly out of date.”

LORD HALIFAX’S VIEWS

The idea advanced by Viscount 
Halifax, British ambassador to 
the United States, in a Toronto 
speech Monday night, that Brit- 
ain needs to draw closer to the 
dominions in order to be a great 
power beside Soviet Russia, the’ 
United States, and China paral- 
lel to some extent a speech made 
by Field Marshal Smuts in Lon- 
don last Nov. 25. 

Smuts, prime minister of the 
Union of South Africa, went fur- 
ther than did Lord Halifax. The 
veteran statesman suggested that 
Britain strengthen her position in 
western Europe lest she become a 
weak and unequal partner in the 
great trinity of powers—Britain, 
the United States and Russia, 


Addressing the United Kingdom 
branch of the Empire Parliament- 
ary Association, Smuts.said that at 
the end of hostilities “three of the 
five great powers in Europe will 
have disappeared” — meaning 
France,, Italy and Germany—and 
Russia will be “mistress of the con- 
tinent,” 

He said that while Britain 
would emerge from the war with 
glory, honor and prestige, she 
would be economically poor as 
against the vast resources of the 
Soviet Union and the United | 
States, “an unequal partnership, 
1 am afraid.” 

In view of this, “should we not 
cease as Great Britain to be an is- 
land? Should we not work intimate- | 
ly together with these small demo- 
cracies in western Europe which by 
themselves may be lost, as they are 
lost today, and as they may become 
lost again?”

Bolivia Regime

LONDON, Jan. 25.—Hundreds 
of Allied planes hammered the 
French invasion coast for the 
third straight day today and 
radio Berlin said “Anglo-Ameri- 
can” bombers were over the Nazi 
capital during the night. 
Observers along the channel coast 

reported that swarms of bombers 
and fighters crossed the Straits of 
Dover early this morning to resume 


the aerial bombardment of Nazi 
military installations in northern 
France. 


Squadrons of Allied warplanes 
could be seen clearly over all sec- 
tions of the narrow straits, indicat- 
ing that the attack was on a major 
scale, 

The German radio said a force 
of Allied bombers struck at Berlin 
in the pre-dawn darkness today, 
although there was no immediate 
confirmation from the air ministry. 


NO RAIDS REPORTED 

British coastal observers reported 
no activity over the channel! during 
the night and it was indicated that 
the raid, if it actually occurred, may 
have been a Mosquito attack. 

Radio Berlin said the raiders 
were forced to jettison their 
bombs, but it gave no details of 
the reported assault and omit- 
ted the customary reference to 
British “terror” tactics which 
usually follow major R.A.F. blows 
against the Reich. 

Radio Paris reported that Basle, 
Switzerland had an air raid alert 
during the night, raising the pos- 
sibility that Italian-based Allied 
planes might have hit Germany,

New Beachhead in Italy

ADVANCED ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN ITALY, 
Jan. 25.—(AP)—Gen. Sir Henry Maitland Wilson said yester- 


day Allied troops were racing to build up the Nettuno beach- 


head against expected German counter-attacks which might 
develop fighting as fierce as the battle of Salerno. 


The Allied commander-in-chief .; 


told correspondents “it is more 
than possible that you will see a 
repetition of Salerno over again.” 

“But we have this advantage,” he 
added, “Salerno was much farther 
away from our air bases and main 
forces than we are today.” 

Sir Henry said that the 5th Army 
troops on the southern front mean- 
while were in a position to attempt 
@ fresh crossing of the Rapido 
River, where they had withdrawn 
from west bank bridgeheads under | 
a furious German counter-attack 
which has been costly to the enemy 


WEATHER FACTOR 

“With the enemy fighting very 
hard to hold his positions south of 
Rome,” the general added, “much! 
depends upon the weather, which 
has been handicapping British and 
American forces since Sunday.” 

(This suggested a return of the 
rain and snow which plagued the| 
rival armies for weeks earlier in| 
the winter. The specific conditions, | 
however, were not brought out in| 
this dispatch.) 

Wilson said both Gen. Sir Har- 
old Alexander and Gen. Mark 
Clark expected the Germans to 
swerve against the American and 
British forces building up their | 
new foothold on the west coast 
south of Rome. 

As an alternative to a counter- 
attack on the beach Wilson said, 
the Germans may try to form a new 
line of hedgehog fortifications be- 
hind their present line in the south 
to prevent a breakthrough at their 
rear. 


“CLASSICAL” DESIGN 

At any rate Wilson described the 
design of Saturday’s operation as 
“classical,” the purpose being to 
draw and fix the enemy's main 
force and at the same time to strike 
his rear where he has sufficiently 
withdrawn. 

“It looks as if that 
brought about,” he said. 

Wilson said the Allies “have 
superiority” at the new beach- 
head where they struck “to get 
away from two handicaps, weather 
and the terrain,” which have been 
delaying drives up the roads to 
Rome. 

Having surprised the Germans 
with landings, he said, the 5th Army 
forces are “building up from the 
beachhead to strike as soon as 
Possible. 

“Given reasonable weather now, 
one hopes we may be able to use 
this superiority of materials — air 
force, tanks, weapons and all things 
necessary.” 


LAND SUPPORT WEAPONS 


In summarizing the results of the 
Operations, Wilson said the Ger- 
mans, owing to the surprise of the 
landings, “were not in a position 
to attack our beachhead during the 
first 48 hours, thereby giving us 
time to get ashore support weapons 
—which is something to be thank- 
ful for.” 

“The enemy has interior lines by 
road and rail in the Cassino-Rome 
area, whereas ours are by sea and 
air.” he added. “We have the handi- | 
cap of weather, which affects both 
sea convoys and air cover.” 

The building up of weapons 
and other materials of war on the 
Nettuno beachhead — “a spring- 
board from which to strike at the 
enemy’s rear” — nevertheless is 
Proceeding “as fast as possible,” 
said the General. 

Leaning his bulky frame’ against 
the edge of a desk with his legs 

crossed in front of him, “General 
Jumbo,” as he is known to his staff, 
calmly summarized the three days 
of operations, 

As for the element of surprise 
which blessed the early operations, 
he offered this summary and this | 
tribute; 


LAUDS AIR FORCE 


“This was due almost entirely to 
the action of the air force which, 
by attacking the enemy's airports 
in the Rome area, disrupted his 
means of reconnaissance and threw 
them out of gear at the crucial time 
when the convoys were leaving and 
proceeding northward up the 
beaches. No enemy aircraft came 
ever.” 

“Meanwhile,” the general told 
the conference, ‘on the Sth Army 
front,” where the Allied troops 
launched a general attack, “there 
has been some heavy fighting— 
cumulative, furious, co-ordinated 
ettacks on the right, centre, left 
end right again.” 

Wilson said the air force had | 
made “a magnificent effort, both 
during the landing and over the | 
front.” 

He also praised the British and | 
United States naval forces which 
protected the approach of the con- 
voys and landed troops on the 
beaches with “almost mathematica] 
precision.”

Answers Wide Variety Questions

Whether it’s a request for in- 
formation on where to obtain a 
marriage license, or when a par- 
cel will arrive in Kalamazoo, 
Mich.,, the Information Wicket at 
the main post office is on the 
job filling requests at the rate 

of about one every minute. 


A walking encyclopedia of plane | 


schedules, train routes and post 
offices in Alberta, the information 
clerk at the post office hardly ever 
refers to his files when giving in- 
formation, 

“I have been asked everything 
from ‘Where to find a room’ to 
acting as mediator in cases where 
members of a family try to prevent 
each other from opening one an- 
other's mail,” he said. 

The information section is actu- 
ally a clearing house, answering 
all requests from the outside and 
dealing with all phases of the post 
office activities, 

It distributes airograph blanks at 
the rate of about 4,000 a week, 
room rental registration forms to 
landlords, information on mail 
schedules and deliveries in Can- 
ada, the United States, South 
America, North-West Territories, 
Yukon and Alaska, and even acts 
as a depository for books and mag- 


|azines for servicemen. 


COME BY PHONE 

Telephone requests for informa- 
tion come in on the average of one 
every minute and a half and at the 
same time, window requests aver- 


| age 20 every hour. 


The information section calls 
people in the city regarding pack- 
ages or mail requiring postage, 
additional postage, or a complete 
address. It sends out notices to 
sendérs on undeliverable packages 
and then either returns the pack- 
age or sends it to the dead letter 


office, and it checks complaints on | 


mail reported as not received and 
sends out tracers when necessary. 

In fact, the information clerk, 
who has been on the job for the 
last 10 years, said, “I've even been 
asked to help people fill out their 
income tax returns for them.

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Creation of Credit 


Canada’s Bank Act will come up for 
review during the session of Parliament 
which begins this week. The Act is auto- 
matically subject to decennial examination 
and this is the year when such an exam- 
ination is due to take place. 

It will be a very great misfortune for 
this country if Prime Minister King fails 
to seize this occasion to implement his 
electon declaration that the creation of 
credit and currency is the exclusive right 
of the state and should not be farmed out 
to any private banking institutions. 

That principle, enunciated even as far 
back as President Lincoln, has. been woven 
into the program of the Liberal Party, It 
is part of the Liberal Party’s public man- 
date. 

There is in Canada very little quarrel 
with the functions and operations of the 
chartered banks, so long as they confine 
themselves to the duties of merchant bank- 
ing. In this field they do an excellent job. 

But when the chartered banks depart 
from this field and are permitted to usurp 
the sovereign rights of the people in the 
creation of credit and currency, they ex- 
ceed their proper functions and impose a 
burden of public and private debt that the 
masses of no nation should be asked to 
assume. ; 

The Bank of Canada belongs to the 
people of Canada. It was established for 
the purpose of issuing currency and credit 
in terms of public need. When it begins to 
function in this way, according to Premier 
King’s own election formula, the people of 
this country will have arrived at a new 
guarantee of economic freedom.

To Tokyo Via Edmonton 


Allied bombers from bases in the Aleu- 
tians have started what looks like system- 
atic and sustained attacks on the Japanese 
base of Paramushiro, in the Kurile islands. 
They made three raids in as many days on 
that enemy outpost last week. These may 
be diversion attacks, related to the raids on 
Japanese positions in the Gilberts and else- 
where in the South and Central Pacific. 
Or they may mark the opening of an air 
offensive aimed at Japan itself. 

In either case, the string of airports 
established by the Dominion from Edmon- 
ton to the Alaskan boundary, and contin- 
ued beyond that point by United States 
authorities, is evidently starting to func- 
tion militarily in a more active way than 
hitherto, Whether the purpose of the at- 
tacks is to keep Japanese air forces in the 
northern Pacific, or whether these are the 
opening raids in a planned airkrieg against 
Japan itself, they are bound to continue 
and to grow stronger and more frequent, 

The “staging route”, as it is called, 
from Edmonton northwest provides a well- 
equipped route along which planes in any 
number required can be moved quickly and 
safely to the attack-bases. Because of the 
landing, servicing and communication 
facilities thus provided, an endless stream 
of bombers and fighters can flow from the 
factories where they are built to the air- 
fields from which they take off to strafe 
the enemy. 

Before the summer ends, this new air- 
line may play an incomparably larger part 
than it has yet played in the Pacific war. 
Its capacity to “channel” planes to the 
combat zone is unlimited, and it is rela- 
tively safe from enemy raiders.

A New Phase 


It was estimated at Algiers that ten 
Nazi divisions were strung across central 
Italy, building a defence-in-depth line north 
of the Rome-Pescara road for which the 
fighting has been going on, There are like- 
ly to be not less than that many troops 
building and garrisoning the mountain 
fortifications along the southern slopes of 
the Alps. Twenty Nazi divisions, compris- 
ing 250,000 to 300,000 men, may thus be 
supposed to have been allocated to hold 
back the 5th and 8th armies and prevent 
Italy becoming a highway for Allied at- 
tacks on southern Germany and occupied 
France. 

Those twenty divisions are desperately 
needed on the eastern front. They are 
needed also to bolster the coastal defences 
of the Hitler empire against assault from 
the west. But they are pinned down in 
Italy, will have to be kept there, and must 
be fed with reinforcements and munitions 
to make up the wastage. 

The value of the drive through Italy as 
a diversionary move has not been given 
the rating it deserves, except among mili- 
tary men. Popularly there has rather 
been a tendency to regard it as a side- 
show of distinctly minor importance, That 
misconception should be corrected. What 
is happening on the Russian front is in 
considerable measure due to the concen- 
tration in Italy of enemy reserves which 
were urgently needed to halt the Red 
offensive, but which dare not be moved 
from the southern approach to Germany. 

The Canadian and other troops who 
have driven ahead through mud and snow 
among the Italian mountains were not 
spending their time and effort in an enter- 
prise of little consequence. They have 
‘taken the weight off Russia” in a very 
substantial measure, and in degree weak- 
ened the Nazi forces available for defend- 
ing the enemy's western shoreline from 
Spain to Norway. 

The leap-frog operation which

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placed an Allied army in the rear of the 
enemy line covering Rome opened a new 
phase of the war in Italy. Marshal Kessel- 
ring is in danger of having his defence 
line rolled up and the ¢ity exposed. More 
enemy divisions will thus have to be drawn 
from the Po area to stabilize the situation 
—and more divisions drawn from Germany 
to replace these in the north, It, as report- 
ed, Hitler is using boys and old men to 
strengthen his resistance in the east, this 
added drain on his manpower reserves is 
far more important than holding or losing 
Rome.

The Democratic national committee of 
the United States has unanimously adopted 
a resolution calling upon President Roose- 
velt to continue in office for a fourth term: 

It is no business of Canadians to com- 
ment on the purely domestic policies of 
their neighbors. It is not within the legit- 
imate province of Canadians to urge that 
one candidate or another be elected to any 
kind of office, let alone the highest office, 
within the giving of the American people. 

Nor, by eulogy of President Roosevelt, 
would Canadians wish to imply that, in 
their opinion, other Americans are not 
available to carry out the tremendous 
duties of that great office. 

But Canadians can legitimately do this; 
they can state that they believe that 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt is one of the 
greatest figures of history, that his contri- 
bution to freedom and civilization has been 
incalculable, that the continued leadership 
of such a man is more important than all 
the political rules ever devised. 

There is no doubt that this is the almost 
unanimous view of the Canadian people.

Old Antagonisms of Last 
War Revived in Peace

History can never be reversed. 
The past casts its influence, bene- 
ficent or malign, over a long future. 
Thus, as this war approaches its 
climax the spectre of the last one 
rises to prejudice relations between 
the Allies, Both 
Russia and the 
western Allies 
watch to see 
whether a fami- 
liar pattern will 
be repeated. 

The western Al- 
lies remember the 
separate peace 
signed between a 
defeated Russia Dorothy 
and a victorious Thompson 
Germany at Brest-Litovsk, which 
they held primarily responsible for 
Ludendorff's subsequent successful 
offensive. Now the situation be- 
tween Germany and Russia is re- 
versed, but the influence which a 
separate peace could have upon the 
fate of the western Allies is even 
more tremendous. 

The Russians remember the Al- 


lied intervention against the Soviet 
regime, started on the basis of keep- 
ing Russian supplies, paid as indem- 
nities under the punitive treaty, 
from reaching the Germans, but 
continued into 1921, long after Ger- 
man defeat, with Britain, Ameri- 
cans, French, Japanese, Poles and, 
for a time, Czech Legionaires, all 
supporting the “white” armies of 
Kolochak, Judenich, Dennikin, and 
Wrangle, with men, money and 
equipment, and fighting from Vladi- 
vostock to Murmbansk and Odessa.

That 
is the question in the Russian mind, 
Considering this vast suspicion, the 
Polish frontier question becomes a 
test. Russia offered a concession on 
the matter, accepting the “Curzon 
Line,” bearing the name of a Brit- 
ish statesman and once recom- 
mended by Britain before events 
took another turn. Will Britain 


stand on that, and tell the Poles 
unequivocally that they will sup- 
port the Russians? 

The Polish answer was to ask the 
British and Americans to mediate, 
a request accepted by Mr. Eden 
and Mr. Hull. To the Russians that 
is plain indication that Britain and 
America may intend to continue to 
mediate in behalf of anti-Soviet 
Poles. The result-is the news dis- 
patch in Pravda... a fantastic 
story emanating from “Yugoslav 
and Greek sources,” and recording 
British negotiations with Ribben- 
trop for a separate peace.

Ads Bring C.B.C. About $1,800,000

Paper rationing and other war- 
time restrictions affecting the pub- 
lishing industry have curtailed 
advertising in magazines and news- 
papers and in other ways halted 
their expansion for the duration. 
Direct mail and similar forms of 
advertising have been so drastic- 
ally reduced by Government order 
that certain businessness are going 
to find it tough to function, 

Results of these restrictions tie 
up with the Government's desire 
to lessen the demand for consumer 
goods, and as part of the national 
anti-inflation policy the objective 
generally is regarded as sound; has 
been accepted with good grace and 
in the spirit of co-operation. 

It is all the more amazing, then, 
that the government should have 
tolerated the action of the Cana- 


dian Broadcasting Corporation in 
establishing a second national net- 
work, 

In spite of C.B.C.’s explanations, 
the basic fact is that at a time 
when competing advertising media 
are restricted under Government 
policy, the nationally owned radio 
system is expanding its chain and 
advertising facilities, 

Commercial operations of C.B.C, 
have far exceeded the limit orig- 
inally set. On February 3, 1938, the 
chairman of its governors stated: 
“Beyond the figure of $500,000 (per 
year) of commercial revenue from 
network and local stations it Is not 
the desire nor the intention of the 
corporation to go, and @hat only 
until we are self-supporting from 
other sources.” 

On Feb. 8, 1938, Hon. C. D, Howe, 
then Minister of Transport with 


C.B.C, in his field, told the House 
of Commons, “It is not the desire 
or intention of the corporation at 
any time to obtain a revenue of 
over $500,000 from commercial 
sources for obvious reasons,” 

The latest C.B.C. report shows 
its gross commercial revenues to 
be around $1,800,000, 

From the public C.B.C. exacts a 
license fee, It pays no taxes, as 
do those with whom it competes, 
It has soared far beyond the adver- 
tising revenue bracket so clearly 
defined. It has detoured the Gov- 
ernment’s declared policy of eur- 
tailment of advertising and ordin- 
ary business expansion. 

The feeling is growing—in more 
than one direction—that 7.B.C, is 
ignoring the standards of a demo- 


cratic, publio utility. It's about time 
Parllament straightened things out.

Fragrance 


The Rotorua hot-air and bubble- 
bath business has a fragrance all 
{ts own, a faint idea of which can 
be obtained by sniffing a broken 
sewer pipe. Steam is apt to come 
out of the ground anywhere unex- 
pectedly, such as in the middle of 
your bedroom floor. Rangi picked 
up handfuls of earth here and 
there, to show us how hot it was. 
This is a place where you watch 
vour step. No one may dig a hole 
in the ground in Rotorua, in case 
vou start a geyser and blow off too 
much of New Zealand’s head of 
steam. There are no cellars in the 
houses. There are no dug graves. 
All burials are above ground, in 
cement or stone casings, There are 
still steam vents and other evi- 
dences of hot air coming out of 
the coffins of some of the greatest 
politicians of the Arawa tribe, with 
an odor somewhat reminiscent of 
rotten eggs. When the English 
humorist, A. P. Herbert, was here, 
he is reported to have written that 
the worst odor came from the cof- 
fin of a solicitor. There seem to 
be no newspapermen buried in 
Rotorua, 

“We are in hot water here all the 
time.” said Rangi. By mischance, 
Ari Paul, age four, fell into a boil- 
ing pool at Ohinemutu soon after 
we visited it, suffering scales to his 
buttocks and legs, according to the 
local paper, and requiring hospital 
attention. Visitors prefer the cov- 
ered bath houses where the min- 
eral water is not so hot but still 
salubrious. 


Healthy 

The Maoris living around the 
thermal springs of Rotorua occupy 
miserable huts for the most part, 
many adorned with Maori carvings 
and paintings. But they look 
healthy enough, especially the chil- 
dren, though they have given up 
the custom of eating their neigh- 
bors as in the days of Captain 
Cook. They set their cooking pots 
In the boiling springs, just outside 
the window. Four hours later the 
family. dinner is ready to serve— 
no fuel, no bother, no thermostat. 
I was unable to discover if the 
housewives have taken up contract 
bridge, for which they would have 
more time than any other women 
in the world, 

The only paint that will survive 
the sulphurous scents of Rotorua 
is a native r:d coloring—so red is 
the predominant color in Maori art. 
The Maori is progressive and intel- 
ligent, and all of them do not live, 


|of course, beside boiling springs. 


The Maori, as a New Zealander 
will tell you, is a good as a white 
man. We visited a Maori school 
nearby, a neat, spacious school 
that would be difficult to surpass 
anywhere. 

A new warlike song that has wide 
vogue among Maori children at 
present refers to Hitler. It vas 
Rommel who complained: “The 
Maori children at the investiture 
conferring the Victoria Cross post- 
humously on Lt. Ngarimu, for gal- 
lantry at ‘Tebaga Cap in Tunisia.

Historic Road 
Allies’ Pathway 
In Rome Drive 


By The Canadian Press 


British and American troops 
striking inland from Nettuno 
steadily are approaching the 


Appian Way, the road to Rome 
and one of the world’s most fam- 
ous highways. 

It echoed more than 2,000 years 
ago to the tread of Roman leg- 
ions and the rumble of chariots 
speeding southward to new con- 
quests expanding the Great Ro- 
man empire. It was the work of 
master strategists with the keen- 
est appreciation of excellent com- 
munications. 

Now the Appian Way appears 
destined for a strategic role in 
modern mechanized warfare, of- 
fering a direct route for an 
Allied march on captime Rome. 

Called by the Romans the 
“Queen of long-distance roads,” 
the Via Appia was begun in 312 
B.C., by the Censor Appius 
Claudius Caecus. It was first 
constructed down to Capua, 132 
miles southeast of Rome, border- 
ing the coast, and then extend- 
ed to Brindisi on the east coast at 
Italy’s heel. 

Parts of the road still are in 
use incorporated into a modern 
highway, Other sections lie near 
the new highway. The ancient 
Appian Way from Rome runs into 
the modern highway about 10 
miles south of the capital.

“The truth is the army and navy 
have determined to have a federal 
ballot and have determined not to 
have state ballots. Mr. Stimson 
and Mr. Knox are running for a 
fourth term, too. They are con- 
vinced they are essential to the 
conduct of the war.” 

Lucas replied heatedly that if 
senate Republicans kept up their 
“delaying tactics” against action 
on the compromise bill “you'll 
guarantee a fourth term” for 
President Roosevelt. 

Senator Arthur Vandenberg 
(Rep.-Mich.), urged action to limit 
the tenure of presidents, and de- 
clared in a pencilled statement 
handed to a reporter that a virtual 
fourth term endorsement by the 
Democratic national committee 
here Saturday demonstrated the 
growth of “a personal and dynastic 
power which eliminates all rivalry.”

Fighting along our present lines, 
we are told, victory is assured be- 
cause our troops will have “over- 
powering superiority in every kind 
of weapon and fighting equipment,” 
in the President's words. Tvue, it 
will be extremely costly in life, we 
are warned, but at least we are 
using known tactics and familiar 


weapons. 
The flaw in the argument, haw- 
ever, is its assumption that the

unexpected lines of air strategy? 
Then we should again be caught 
unprepared and helpless. 

The element of risk, therefore, 
would seem to be far greater than 
the orthodox strategists, so intent 
on not taking chances with new 
strategy, believe. The apparent 
light-heartedness with which the 
Japanese are sacrificing sea and 
air equipment in lavish amounts on 
the fringe of their empire should 
be viewed with suspicion. Is it 
possible that the are getting rid 
of obsolete stock piles of equip- 
ment and preparing another intel- 
lectual surprise when we puncture 


their inner defences? If so, our 
strategy of numbers may prove 
futile

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City Charter Amendments 
To Cover Financial Deals 
Are Approved by Council 


A series of amendments to the city charter designed to 
adjust its financing sections to modern methods were passed 
at a city council meeting Monday and will be submitted to the 
provincial legislature in February for ratification. 


| Saw Today %* One amendment will give the 


city the right to re-finance the 
entire city debt with the excep- 
tion of $1,700,000 now held by the 
trustees of the Edmonton Sinking 
Fund Board. This amount, how- 
ever, can be re-financed through 
purchase of these debentures on 
the open market. 


Another charter amendment to 
be asked for will empower the city 
to extend the franchise of the 
Northwestern Utilities: Ltd., for a 
further period of 10 years from 
November 15, 1945. 


REJECT HOUSING PLANS 

Proposed charter amendments 
dealing with housing plans were 
turned down by council. The mo- 
tion of Ald. M. M. Downey that an 
amount not exceeding $50,000 be 
expended in any one year for the 
purpose of establishing, maintain- 
ing and operating any municipal 
housing plan was rejected. 

‘Ald. A. Bisset, K.C., said that it 
had been indicated that in the post- 
war period a housing plan would 
be undertaken by the senior gov- 
ernment as part of a rehabilitation 
program. He considered it advis- 
able that action on housing should 
be deferred until‘the plans of the 
dominion and provincial govern- 
ments were known. He said also 
that he could not support any plan 
for the expenditure of money for 
housing plans that did not require 
the consent of the burgesses, 

The charter amendment that 
would empower the city to sub- 
scribe for the capital stock of 
any association incorporated un- 
der the Building Associations’ 
Act was rejected by council on 
motion of Ald. H. D, Ainlay. 


A new section was inserted in 
the financing amendments. This 
would empower council, without 
the consent of the burgesses, but 
subject to the approval of the 
Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners, to buy in or redeem and 
cancel existing consolidated ‘de- 
bentures under the financial re- 
adjustment plan carried out in 
1937, with the object of reducing 
interest rates'* ~ 
City Solicitor T. E. Garside, K.C., 
pointed out that reference is made 
to the order of the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners under which 
the consolidated debentures were 
issued, and the power to be exercis- 
{ed by council under this section is 
in accordance with the rights of the

“It is my intention to keep in 
close touch with Alberta problems

Dr. Blais studied medicine at 
Laval University, Quebec, gradu- 
ating in 1899. From Laval he went 
to Paris for two years, graduating 
in surgery, and in 1901 he came to 
Edmonton, He practiced ‘in St. 
Albert for one year then took up 
permanent residence in the city. 

A veteran of the First Great War, 
he saw active service with a field 
battery, a field ambulance unit and 
later was surgeon at a base hos- 
pital. 

He was appointed to the Senate 
as a member from Alberta in Janu- 
ary, 1940. He holds the French 
decoration of officer of the Acad- 
emy of Public Instruction in recog- 
nition of his work on behalf of the 
French language in Canada,

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


All children are not happy on 
a three-meal schedule, however 
nice it would be for the mother 
to manage her day that way. She 
must he sure the child wants only 
three meals, and shows this de- 
sire by spurning one or another 
of the four feedings. 

Often the child on a 4-hour 
plan of feeding takes two naps 
during the day, and the sleeping 
plan is upset when only three 
meals are served. When one has 
adopted the three-meal schedule 
and the child is not happy or not 
sleeping well, it is good sense to 
try four meals again. 


Mrs. G, K. solved the problem of 
poor sleeping by adding a fourth 
méal to the three-meal schedule. 

“My baby weighed nine pounds 
at birth and from six weeks on, 
though I was nursing her, she 
never woke for a night feeding. 
She ate just four times in the 24 
hours, At 8 months she nursed at 
6 am. and ate three meals and at 
10 months she had just the three 
meals, 

“This lasted for two months and 
then last month I had a new ex- 
perience. She woke up at 2 am. 
and every hour after that. I called 
my pediatrician and he made an 
appointment for the next week. By 
that time I had solved the prob- 
lem. 

“Just before putting her to bed 
at eight o’clock I gave her a large 
bowl of cereal, a glass of milk and 
an arrowroot cracker. Now her day 
is as follows: 8:30, cod liver oil and 
orange juice, cereal and one-half 
a banana; 12:30, egg and vegetable, 
either custard or fruit and milk; 
5:30, meat, vegetable, or a combina- 
tion of the two, fruit and pudding 
and milk. Tonight I gave her a 
little marcaroni and cheese. At 8, 
cereal and milk, as I described. Do 
you have any further suggestions?” 

None, except that by advancing 
the 5:30 meal to 6:30 and giving 
your milk and cracker in the mid- 
dle of the afternoon you would 
accomplish, the same result, prob- 
ably, without making a habit of this 
late eating. 

Then your schedule would be the 
typical three-meal one with that 
extra “snack” your baby evidently 
needs and a later supper hour to 
carry her through the night. Now

TEXT OF BRIEF ’ 

Text of the Taxpayers’ Protective 
Association's brief follows: 

“This association is epposed to 
the principle of having the tax- 
payers of Edmonton called upon to 
furnish funds to finance a housing 
scheme. Any worthwhile under- 
faking in this line would require a 
large initial outlay. 

“For most of our taxpayers the 
decade preceding the war was a 
very difficult period, 

If the city now finds money 
somewhat more easily available, 
we should reduce our mill rate 
or reduce our debt—or both— 
while we may, rather than seek 

new ways of spending. Our debt 
is much too large and has been 
like a millstone about the necks 
of the taxpayers for many years. 
We acquired this debt largely as 
a result of unwarranted optimism 
and unrestrained expenditure in 
years gone by, and we should at 
this time be on our guard lest 
history repeats itself. 

“It seems probable that our fed- 
eral government will have a hous- 
ing plan prepared for post-war 
operation, and municipalities should 
not forestall it or assume any un- 


necessary responsibilities for 
housing. 

“If it is found necessary for 
governments to provide housing 


accommudation for people with low 
incomes, the federal government is 
in the best position to provide it, 
because of its broader taxing 
powers, The income tax would 
seem to be the best source of funds 
for such a purpose, Edmonton has 
no power to collect an income tax. 
Many of our city taxpayers have 
Jow incomes. Why should they be 
taxed to provide housing accom- 
modation which—in many cases— 
would doubtless be occupied by j 
people with larger incomes .than 
they themselves enjoy? 

“No one can say that Edmonton's 
population will continue to grow 
immediately following the war, and 
many believe it will decrease, for 
a time at least, and we may find 
that we have more houses than are 
required. 

STRONG OBJECTION 

“In any case, we strongly object 
to the city spending any money on 
a housing scheme without first ob- 
taining the consent of the burg- 
esses, 

Re omissions from list of elec- 
tors: 

Our association is very dubious 
of the wisdom of the changes pro- 
posed, because of — 

(1) The possibilities of abuses 
of such privileges; and (2) the 
possibility of persons seeking to 
avail themselves of such privil- 
eges being so numerous as to 
cause a lot of additional work 
and embarrassment to civic or 
election officials. 

Re sinking fund trustees: 

This association is also opposed 
in principle to the appointment of 
a member of cily civic servce as 
one of the sinking fund trustees.

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Astronomy Medal 


The Chant medal of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of Canada 
“for outstanding amateur contribu- 
tion to astronomy in Canada” has 
been awarded to Cyril Geoffrey 
Wates, Edmonton amateur astroho- 
mer, it was announced by the 
executive offices of the society. 


A past president of the society's 
Edmonton centre, Mr. Wates was 
cited for his “skilled craftsman- 
ship” in the construction of a 
specially designed 12% inch New- 
tonian reflecting telescope which 
he gave to the University of Al- 
berta. 

The medal was established in 
1941 in honor of Dr. Clarence 
Augustus Chant, a past president 
of the society and for more than 
40 years active in its affairs. 

Mr. Wates, who was selected 
from a list of nominces for 1943, 
joins the last two recipients of the 
award, Bert Topham of Fairbank, 
Toronto, 1941 winner, and Rev. W. 
G. Colgrove, London, Ontario, 1942 
awardee. 

Mr. Wates is known in Alberta 
musical circles, and was for some 
years choirmaster of St. Stephen's 
church, and is a former secretary 
of the Alberta music festival. 

A novelist and short story writer, 
he is known for his novel “A Mod- 
ern Prometheus,’ which has been 
described as a piece of “scientifica- 
tion,” a highly imaginative and 
well constructed book. 

He was awarded a fellowship in 
the Canadian Geographical Society, 
Ottawa, in Nov. 1939. Mr. Wates is 
also a former president of the Al- 
pine Club of Canada and a former 
western vice-president of the club,
